A Brief Story of Garneau School 


The story of Garneau School goes back to 1912. It all started in 
the Old Garneau School on 84th Avenue and 112 Street. This old school was 
a frame building and originally accommodated grades one to eight in four 
classrooms. As the school population increased more classrooms were re- 
quired necessitating at least eight classrooms by 1923. 


The Old Garneau School 


In 1923, construction began on the new school, on 87th Avenue and 
109 Street. This was the New Garneau School - an impressive looking brick 
structure which is still with us. By spring of 1924, under the principal- 
ship of Mr. Harry Ainlay, classes moved out of the old school into the new 


one. 


The original staff members were: Mr. H. Ainlay, Miss E.G. Burns, 
Miss M.A. Crozier, Miss L. Johnston, Miss Z.V. McGuire, Mrs. M.V. Parke, 
Miss C.B. Pattullo, Miss M.B. Ricker, Miss M. Simpson, Mr. W. Wees, and 


Miss A.L. Wilson. 


Mr. Ainlay remained principal of the school until 
1931. He was succeeded by Mr. A.E. Might, who held 
that position until 1960, the year of his retirement.

Mr. E.R. Stauffer became the third principal of Garneau School in 
1960. He held the position until 1963. Mr. J.D. McLeod became Garneau's 
fourth principal in 1963 and he held that position until 1968. He was 
followed by Mr. M.B. Shalka who is still acting in that capacity at this 
time.

Garneau School served pupils from grades one to eight until 1936, 
and pupils from grades one to nine since that time. In addition, it prov- 
ided educational programs for other groups of students. In 1927, because 
of a fire in McDougal School, four Commercial Classes were moved into 
Garneau School. Such classes remained at Garneau until 1937. Mr. P.B. 
Rose was the principal of the Commercial Section. 


During World War II, the Edmonton Normal School Building, (now Corbett 
Hall) was taken over by the Armed Forces. Beacuse of this, the teacher- 
training program was moved to Garneau School. To make room for this prog- 
ram, the gymnasium and the east wing were added on. Thus, one part of the 
school became Garneau Normal School while the other part became Garneau 
Practice School. Dr. G.S. Lord was the principal of the Normal School 
from 1941 to 1945.

In 1945, Garneau Normal School was closed down because the Univer- 
sity of Alberta took over training of teachers. It was at this time that 


part of Garneau School became Garneau High School. So, in addition to 
serving pupils in grades one to nine, the school also served pupils in 


grades ten to twelve. Mr. G. Conquest was the principal of the high school 
section from 1945 to 1950. 


In 1950 Garneau High School was annexed to Strathcona High School 
and was known as Scona Annex, although it continued to operate in Garneau 
School. The first principal of Scona Annex was Mr. R.V. Clarke -from 1950 
to 1952. Mr. H. Ward followed him and held that position until 1955, at 


which time the high school classes from Garneau and Scona moved into 
Strathcona Composite High School.

When the high school classes moved out of Garneau School, the 
Hard of Hearing classes moved in. They continued to be held there until 
1965, at which time they were moved to Windsor Park Elementary School. 


Briefly, this is the story of Garneau School. Much has been left 
out due to the space limitations of our yearbook. We apologize if we have 
left out references to any other important functions that Garneau School 
may have served, or if we made any errors in recording this story.

We could tell that we had a math teacher who wore 
red, white, and blue shoes, that some of our language 
teacher's exams we still do in our worst nightmares, and that nobody ever 
worried when the halls echoed with maniacal laughter or blood-curdling 
screams. It was just an average one of Mr. Alexander's drama classes. 


There was the time the acid blew up three times in a row and you 
couldn't enter the science lab for at least half an hour afterwards; the 
sabotage in the Industrial Arts classes, the heartless Phys.

But it was old fashioned in a different way as well. It was small 
and it was personal. You knew the people you met in the halls. You didn't 
always like them but at least you knew who they were, and that's more than 
can be said about the high schools we went to later or the jobs we event- 
ually took. 


Garneau gave us experience with people. We were adolescents then 
and met a large part of the world in it. Perhaps that's what we'll really 
remember about these years.
